N the old days when a boy was stupid in school, they 
put a fool’s cap on him and seated him upon a con- 
spicuous high stool at the front of the room. There he 
was gazed at by a roomful of giggling pupils. The 
theory was that he would be so ashamed by the exposure that 
he would settle down to work and get his lessons. 

Some sensitive children would be made so nervous by such 
an experience that they would stumble and fall as the result 
of being jeered at. But others of a good-natured type would 
rather enjoy being conspicuous as a chance to attract attention 
for their pranks. Apparently the fool’s cap method of pro- 
moting scholastic ambition did not work well, as it has long 
since been given up. 

The modern world, however, uses the same method to a 
certain extent, by the tendency of some to look with contempt 
on people whose mentality works slowly on theoretical lines. 
Children who ean’t learn from books may be referred to by 
some as ‘‘fools,’? when in reality they have useful capacities 
along certain lines. 

Not all people can take advantage of the higher education, 
or even of high school training.

The middle English period began with the conquest of 
England by William, duke of Normandy, who broke the power 
Harold at the battle of Hastings in 1066.

The conquered people held 
on its lips the English language and finally it became domin- 
ant. About 1250 the two languages began to merge, English 
absorbing almost the entire body of French.

Present Plot Inadequate To 
Hold Buildings. Change is 
Demanded By Increase Of 
Business. 








In 1874, San Bernardino County 
built a court house upon a plot of 
ground owned by the county on 
the southeast corner of Court and 
E Streets, in the City of San Ber- 
nardino. Fifty years ago, this 
building was one of the best court 
houses to be found anywhere in 
the State of California, and is 
still in use at the present day, 
now known as the old court house. 
In 1890 the county constructed 
the present Hall of Records, then 
a two-story stone building on the 
east end of the ground and which 
was connected with the old court 
house by an iron bridge running 
from the second story. This, too, 
was planned to meet all require- 
ments and was considered a fire- 
proof building. 

In 1892, the county constructed 
what was known then and is now 
called the new court house, using 
the remaining ground of the plot 
in front of the old court house. 
In 1904, the county constructed the 
present stone front on the county 
jail on court street, opposite the 
court house buildings. These 
buildings comprise the present 
county plant. 

When the first court house was 
constructed, it was placed prac- 
tically in the center of the plot 
of ground, and had open space 
around, it being practically 100 
feet back from the E Street front- 
age. The addition of the present 
court house building and Hall of

keep pace with this growth, the 
county found it necessary to make 
alterations, and rearrange the of- 
fices in the buildings in an at- 
tempt to try to take care of the 
immediate requirements. It may 
astonish a great many people to 
know that during the period of 
the past 12 years, in trying to 
keep pace with the developments 
of the county business, the Board 
of Supervisors has expended ap- 
proximately $60,000.00 in altera- 
tions and repairs on these build- 
ings and they have now reached 
a point where no further rearrange- 
ment of office space is possible 
and some of the county offices are 
housed in rented quarters, to wit: 
the county farm advisor, the 
county farm bureau, the county 
horticultural commissioner and 
jury rooms. 

. To one not familiar with the 
alterations of these old buildings, 
the statement of this expenditure 
may be surprising, and it does 
not appear from a superficial ex- 
amination of the buildings where 
the alterations have been made. 
It may be of interest to give a 
Partial list of some of these 
changes. 

Beginning first with the Hall of 
Records, a concrete floor was 
constructed between the first and 
second stories of the building, ex- 
tending over the entire space. A 
portion of this was walled off and 
fitted up as an office for the 
county tax collector. The space 
vacated by the county tax col- 
lector on the first floor was re- 
modeled and fitted up as an of- 
fice for the county auditor and the 
space vacated by the county aud- 
itor was remodeled and fitted up 
as a private office for the sheriff, 
as no private office was available 
for the sheriff in the county jail. 
Also a portion of the mezzanine 
floor and the hallway was walled 
off and fitted up as an office for 
the welfare commission and this 
office also housed for a time the 
public clinic which ‘has since been 
moved, the entire space being 
taken by the Welfare Commission. 
The third floor of the building was 
remodeled and turned over en- 
tirely to the county recorder. This 
was accomplished by tearing out 
the wall between the office of the 
recorder and the superintendent of 
schools, heretofore existing. par- 
titioning off a portion of the hall- 
way and devoting the entire apace 
on the third floor to the recorner: 8 
office. 

As the Hall of Records would 
not permit of any more altera- 
tions and repairs, it ‘was neces- 
sary to begin such work in the 
other building. Department Two 
of the Superior Court in the new 
court house, had a large court 
room which was designed for the 
accommodation of public meet- 
ings. It was decided to cut this 
court room in two by constructing 
a wall approximately across the 
center of the same and into this 
addition space was moved the 
county law library from the first 
floor of the old court house. The 
old court house was entirely re- 
modeled, taking out the stairway 
and building rooms by partitions 
and lowered ceilings in the hall- 
way space. Part of this space was 
fitted up as a court room, into 
which was moved Department One 
of the Superior Court, putting it 
back in. the old building, where it 
had been forty years ago. The 
county free library was moved

The space occupied by Depart- 
ment One in the new court house} 
was now entirely remodeled, par- 
titions taken out, new doorways 
cut in the walls

This left available again the mez- 
zanine fioor of the Hall of Rec- 
ords, as an office for the county 
superintendent of schools. Addi- 
tional offices for the district at- 
torney were built in the hallway 
space by walling off a portion of 
the hallway space in the old court 
house and by also closing up one 
of the open balcony spaces in the 
new court house, which was patch- 
ed up as a connecting office to 
the suite of the district attorney. 

In remodeling the old court 
house, the stairway having been 
removed, it was necessary to in- 
stall a fire escape so that the 
occupants of this building would 
have some way of getting out in 
case the hallway into the new 
court house was blocked by a fire. 
In remodeling the old court house 
to refit a court room for Depart- 
ment Two, the old iron bridge ccn- 
necting with the Hall of Records 
was also taken down and the 
wooden steps in the rear of the 
old court house wgre dismantled 
and railed off so only one flight 
of steps were left available. 

When still more space was re- 
quired, as a last resort, the old 
jail cells beneath the old court 
house were remodeled, the iron 
doors being taken out, the bricks 
plastered up and these were used 
as a distribution office for the 
county free library, the office of 
the county sealer of weights and 
measures, the horticultural com- 
missioner and an office for the 
public administrator. The balance 
of the old cells were renovated to 
the best advantage possible un- 
der the circumstances, lighting 
equipment installed and used for 
the storage of records from the 
recorders, auditors and county sur- 
veyors offices, where they still are 
There is no 
light or ventilation in this portion 
of the old court house, except 
through artificial light and ventila- 
tion secured by cutting away the 
bars of the old jail cells and 
openings through the wall to the 
street. 

Additional space was also se- 
cured for the county clerk by ex- 
eavating, laying a cement floor 
and wooden partitions on the 
ground space under the present so- 
called new court house building. 
This additional office was also 
artificially lighted and ventilated 
by such air as may come in un- 
derneath the pbuilding—no direct 
ventilation is possible. Practical- 
ly all of the wiring and lighting 
fixtures in all of the buildings 
were replaced. 

During this time a constant re- 
pair and alteration in the old jail 
buildings was under way. The 
driveway on the east side of the 
building was closed and_ brick 
walls were ‘built at each end and 
the space floored over, after cut- 
ting a doorway through the old 
wall of the building, as a private 
office for the sheriff, which here- 
tofore had been in the Hall of 
Records. The office vacated by 
the sheriff in that building was oc- 
cupied by the justice of the 
peace. The business office of the 
sheriff was extended by cutting off 
the old reception cells and extend- 
ing the brick wall back into the 
courtyard. Matron's quarters were 
made available on the third floor 
of the jail by walling off some of 
the cells so that the matron could 
always be on the premises, which 
heretofore had not been the case. 
The arrangement of the kitchen 
facilities in the basement of the 
iail were found so inadequate and 
so poorly ventilated, artificial light 
and ventilation being used entire- 
ly, that a portion of the second 
floor corridor was remodeled and 


the county as- 


kitchen equipment installed in 
same. 

These were but some of the 
major changes in the jail, a large 


amount of repair work being ne- 
cessary in the plumbing, which 
was old style and all enclosed in 
the walls. We are advised that 
at the present time the plumbing 
in the jail must be taken out and 
completely reinstalled, which will 
necessitate an expenditure of sev- 
eral thousand dollars.

ly $250,000.00. In the opinion of 
many, the bond issue previously 
submitted for this amount was 
defeated because the people of the 
county were adverse to spending 
this sum of money for the con- 
struction of a building in its pres- 
ent location for several reasons. 

First, while it is true the county 
would have one modern office 
building, housing a portion of its 
business, it would still have two 
obsolete and patched-up office 
buildings, to wit: the so-called new 
court house and the Hall of Rec- 
ords, to say nothing of a very un- 
desirable county jail building. The 
new modern office building would 
be surrounded by these old types 
of office buildings and many of 
which are poor fire risks, and in 
the minds of many, in case a gen- 
eral conflagration of these old 
buildings, surrounding the new 
building, it was a question as to 
whether or not it would be fire- 
proof. 

Experience seems to have shown 
that so-called fireproof buildings, 
when exposed to a general fire of 
surrounding buildings, that the so-

has been taken by the flames. In- 
stances of this fact are numerous 
and could be easily called to mind. 

Upon receipt of the recommend- 
ation of the present grand jury

We believe there can be no

It is also the plan of the Board 
of Supervisors to retire the bonds 
that run the longest time with 
the $150,000.00 available from the 
sale of the property, which 
materially reduce the interest. 

Another fact that must be con- 
sidered is that when the present 
site passes into private owner- 
ship, it will be undoubtedly im- 
proved with business buildings, as 
it is located in the heart of the 
business district of San Bernar- 
dino. Upon the basis of present 
valuations, this improved property 
will bring into the county taxes to 
the amount of at least $20,000.00 
a year, which in itself is a consid- 
erable item toward paying the in- 
terest and retiring the bonds. 
Against this item, in all fairness. 
must be considered the new prop- 
erty to be acquired by the county, 
which will be withdrawn from tax- 
ation, and will be some off-set, but 
in the opinion of competent 
parties, the increased valuation of 
surrounding property on the new 
site should make up this difference 
and probably more than off-set it. 

To sum up briefly, the proposi- 
tion may be stated as follows: 

First, the present county plant 
is obsolete and not adequate to 
carry on the county business effic- 
iently. 

Second, the present site will not 
allow a further expansion of the 
county buildings. 

Third, the present site is locat- 
ed in the heart of the business 
district and is business property, 
and should bring in a taxable rev- 
enue. 

Fourth, the present site does 
not previde adequate parking space 
for automobiles; the great major- 
ity of people coming to the county 
seat in this day travel by automo- 
bile and it is a necessary accom- 
modation to provide parking space 
for their machines, where they 
will not have to be moved within 
the two-hour limit, now prevailing 
business district, when a 
parking space is available and 
oftentimes this is not to be found. 

Fifth, the total bond issue is 
for $850,000.00. This amount is re- 
duced to $700,000.00 by the money 
received from the sale of the pres- 
ent property. 

Sixth, if the bond issue does not 
carry, the Board of Supervisors 
contemplate the expenditure of ap- 
proximately $250,000.00 for the con- 
struction of one modern office 
building, which is a very large per- 
centage of the proposed 
sue,

Disagree Upon Mountain Rules 

A clash between the super- 
visors occurred when Super- 
visor Cheney withdrew his 
previous motion closing the 
fishing season 30 days and 
proposed that ‘‘all mountain 
roads be closed for: 30 days, 
guards placed on the grounds 
to prevent all travel except 
for urgent business and that 
by permit.

opposed 
the motion as worded, declar- 
ing that ‘‘we must recognize 
the rights of the mountain 
residents and the property 
owners who live there.’’ Su- 
pervisor Crain, of Victorville, 
also objected to adoption of 
the ordinance because of the 
interests on the desert and 
mountains that he représents. 
‘‘T am not opposed to anything 
for the good of the county, 
state or government,’’ said 
Mr. Crain, ‘‘but I must first 
satisfy myself that this is the 
proper thing to do.’’ Mr. Ken- 
dall said he did not believe it 
right to require residents of 
the mountains to get permits 
to go to their own homes, add- 
ing that mail routes would 
soon be opened daily, also. 

Supervisor Grier supported 
the motion after offering an 
amendment inserting a 30 day 
closing period. A vote was 
delayed until the conference 
and the issue will come before 
the supervisors this morning. 
Petitions for scores of orange 
|growers were received by the 
board urging the closing. of 
{the mountains and postponing 
of the opening of the fishing 
season. 

Urge All Not To Get Panicky 

At the morning session, var- 
‘jous interests were represented 
|by spokesmen, F. E. Scott, 
i general passenger agent of the 
‘Southern Pacifie railway, 
iurged the citizens ‘‘to get con- 
trol of ourselves, but let’s not 
get panicky.’’ He told of the 
danger of eastern states be- 
coming hysterical and placing 
of embargoes on California 
jproducts.

Forest Protection Week. pro- 
claimed by President Coolidge in 
accordance with precedent first 
established in 1921 by the late 
President Harding, will be observ- 
ed throughout the nation during 
the period April 21 to 27, inclus- 
ive. Of the numerous weeks ded- 
icated to worthy purposes, no 
other is so closely related to the 
continued well-being and prosper- 
ity of California as this week, 
which has for its objective the 
awakening of the public con- 
science to a realization of the 
value of our magnificent forests 
and the necessity for their wise 
use and perpetuation. 4 

Throughout the centuries the 
world’s civilization has been built 
on a foundation of wood, and the 
high plane of American culture, 
of which we boast, is due in a 
large measure to industrial and 
social progress made possible by 
an unlimited wealth of forest re- 
sources. “A country without trees 
is a country without hope,” and 
the pages of history are replete 
with examples of nations that 
have lost their high place in the 
councils of the world through the 
ruthless destruction of their for- 
ests. 

The spectre of waning timber 
resources has already cast its 
lengthening shadow over a large 
part of the United States. The 
vast pineries of Maine and the 
Lake States have passed into his- 
tory; the “inexhaustible” forests 
of the south are rapidly following 
in their wake, and “the most won- 
derful forests the world ever 
knew’’—the heritage of every 
American, are making their last 
stand against the westward sweep 
of civilization in the rugged moun- 
tain ranges that overlook the Pa- 
cific... Fifty per cent of all the 
virgin timber that is. left in the 
United States is today in the 
three states of California, Oregon 
and Washington, and of this avail- 
able supply some 14 per cent is 
in California, ‘ 

The forest lands of the Golden 
State are one of its greatest nat- 
ural assets. They cover a total 
of 15,500,000 acres of timbered and 
potential forest land—an area 
greater in size than the states of 
New ‘Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
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Rhode Island and Connecticut 
combined. In value they repre- 
sent over $750,006,000 worth . of 
standing timber, and in volume it 


| is estimated that they contain suf- 


ficient lumber to build 43,000,000 
five-room bungalows. More than 
25,000 men are engaged in lum- 
bering and wood-using industries 
which annually turn out products 
valued at $100,000,000. We may 
treat all this wealth of forest re- 
sources like. those that are ‘“min- 
ed,” never to be replaced; or we 
may, by combining scientific man- 
agement with sensible utilization 
and protection, make them suffic- 
iently productive to supply all our 
future timber needs. But we can- 
not “have our cake and eat it.” 

Timber, however, is not the only 
valuable resource of California’s 
mighty forests. As a conserver 
and regulator of water flow they 
stand pre-eminent, Within them 
are found the watersheds which 
furnish the domestic and muni- 
cipal water supply of hundreds of 
cities and towns. Two-thirds of 
the 7,000,000 horsepower of poten- 
tial hydro-electric energy that can 
be developed in the mountain re- 
gions of the state:are within their 
boundaries. Over 85 per cent of 
the 4% million acres of farms and 
orchards now under irrigation are 
directly dependent on the forests 
for water. Hundreds of thousands 
of cattle and sheep which go to 
furnish the meat supply of the 
country are grazed on _ forest 
ranges. And in. addition to all 
these commercial values are the 
intangible assets of good health 
and recreation which the forests, 
as the great summer playgrounds 
of all the people, furnish. 

All these forest resources may 
be destroyed by selfish exploita- 
tion, unfavorable legislation or by 
structive agencies is FIRE. Cali- 
fornia, with a record of 2,240 con- 
flagrations that burned over 942,- 
565 acres, was the worst fire state 
in the union in 1923. And the 
responsibility for these fires and 
the resultant damage, which 
amouted to over one and three 
quarter millicn dollars to timber 
and property, largely rests on our 
citizens; for 70 per cent of all 
the fires that occurred were man- 
caused through careless acts that 
could have been prevented. 

The president has dedicated one 
week of the year to this important 
task of forest preservation. But 
it is the duty of everyone who 


has. the interests of California at 
heart to make every week Forest 


Protection Week.
